RC.A.F, Reserve 


| 


OTTAWA, (CP) — The R.C.AF. 
reserve, established toward the end 
of the war, is being reorganized and 
placed on a permanent and volun- 
tary peacetime basis. 

Under the present set-up, all dis- 
jcharged members of the R.C.AF. 
| become members of the reserve and 
{are subject to mobilization in the 
}event of another national emerg- 
ency, This reserve is known in the 
| service as “class E.” 

The new plan is to divide the re- 
serve into five classes — “A”, “B”, 
\“o", “D" and “E” — with the first 
four classes to become what might 
;be called the “first line” reserve 
should a national emergency arise. 

Members of the first four classes 

| would be subject to call for annual 
| training, although it would not be 
allowed to interfere with their civ- 
ilian employment. They also likely 
| would be paid during the training 
period. The fifth class would not 
be called for annual training. 
| Included in the first class will be 
| officers and men subject to call for 
training as pilots, gunners, navig- 
ators and bombers. Also eligible will 
be civilians with commercial pilot 
| licences. 
The second class will comprise of- 
|ficers and men who are engineers, 
| signallers and technical ground men 
while the third class will include 
former R.C.A.F, medical men and 
others with high professional qual- 
ifications. 

The fourth class will be made up 
of men qualified for all the non- 
| technical trades while the fifth 
class will be comprised of personnel 
not willing to be included in any of 
the first four groups. 

Membership in the first four clas- 
ses will be limited to 10,000 men 
while the fifth class will be unlim- 
ited in numbers.

Miners working on piece work or 
tonnage basis, receive 1/9th of their 
daily earnings as extra payment to 
compensate them for travel time be- 
tween portal and place of work.

The outlook for a new taxation agreement 
or agreements—between the Dominion and all 
the provinces is obviously improved _ by the 
decision of the federal Government to leave the 
taxing of gasoline exclusively to provincial auth- 
orities. This offer, made directly to Nova Scotia, 
extends automatically to the othef provinces. 

This concession no doubt was a factor in 
bringing about the tentative agreement that has 
been reached between the Dominion and British 
Columbia, 

If the provinces increased their present 
Yevies by the three-cents-per-gallon which the 
Dominion now collects they would benefit by 
amounts varying with local consumption, with- 
out thereby making gasoline any dearer than it 
now is. Manitoba, it is estimated, would profit 
$1,000,000 per year; which supplies a basis for 
roughly calculating how much would be gained 
by other provinces. 

The more populous provinces, Ontario and 
Quebec, would of course benefit most largely, 
because they are the largest users of gasoline. 
That should somewhat soften the obduracy of 
Premier Duplessis and Premier Drew, These 
are the provincial leaders who have been taking 
the John L Lewis’ attitude toward the federal 
proposals, 

The Dominion having thus conceded some- 
thing substantial in order to bring about all- 
round agreement, are the provincial premiers 
prepared to follow the lead? If not, they will 
find the going tougher when they start to ex- 
plain to their taxpayers why they impose double 
taxation on them as the wartime agreemenis 
expire. 


Alberta Reactions 


“It's an ill-wind” etc. Some Alberta coal 
is moving to points in Idaho and Washington 
states, because U.S. mines are shut down, and a 
consignment is under order for China, apparent- 
ly for the same reason, 

These of course are only emergency ship- 
ments and the export may be expected to end 
when the U. S. mines get back into production 
and have caught up with the shortage. If of- 
ficials at Washinkton are correct in their forecast 
these mines are not likely to resume operations 
before March, in which case the demand for Al- 
berta coal will continue all winter, and expand 
eas shortages spread in the north-western states. 

The embargo on lumber shipments to the 
United States has checked the movement of 
this commodity from Alberta and British Colum- 
bia. This should make supplies more plentiful 
in the home market, where they are urgently 
needed. There are said to be 15,000,000 board feet 
thus stalled in British Columbia mill yards, all 
marked for export before the ban was imposed, 

Lumber is exported under a quota arrange- 
ment, and it is suggested that this lumber may 
be held until the embargo is lifted and then sent 
across the line, 

In the exceptional circumstances this would 
be a policy of folly No one knows how long 
the embargo will remain, Meanwhile, to leave 
builders idle in coastal cities and on the prairies 
while lumber lay idle at the mills would do good 
to no one and harm to all concerned—including 
families who are waiting for the completion of 
partly built houses,

No straining of imagination is needed to 
edd another item, which cannot be reduced to 
figures nor expressed in language broad enough 
to cover the details, This is the inconvenience, | 
hardships, worry, losses, and disappontment 
thrust upon millions of people by lack of fuel, 
failure of light and other utility services which 
depend upon coal, absence of the weekly pay 
envelope, rising s of growingly scarce com- 
modes, closing of schools, and innumerable 


other hindrances and handicaps directly trace- 
able to the tie-up, 

Ignoring the fact that these things are in 
prospect because of a strike, the list is surely im- 
pressive as illustrating what follows when a key 
industry ceases to function—for any cause at 
all. The results would be the same if the mines 
had been flooded, or bombed by enemy airmen, 
or set on fire by crack-brained incendiaries, 

In this modern world of ours people live, 
almost literally, from hand to mouth, Every 
person is dependent, day by day, upon hundreds 
or thousands of other persons carrying on their 
jobs, as usual. Whenever any essential factor 
in the infinitely complicated machinery of sup- 
ply ceases to operate other units are thrown out 
of gear and the whole community suffers, If 
the interruption lasts long enough, misery and 
dread are spread clear across the nation—and 
harmful reactions may be caused even beyond 
its boundaries, 

Surely in a situation of the kind intelligent 
people must see that continuous production is 
the first condition of personal and family sec- 
urity. If the safety and welfare of the many is 
a proper objective of democracy, then democracy 
fails when the continuous production of any 
necessary commodity is halted by any forseeable 
and preventable occurrence. 


Hon. Charles Stewart 


Hon, Charles Stewart was one of the Liber- 
al stalwarts in the early years of this province. 
A successful farmer at Killam, he was elected to 
the second legislative assembly in 1909, became 
successively minister of municipal affairs and 
minister of public works, and succeeded Premier 
Sifton in 1917 as head of the government, 

Four years later he entered the Dominion 
government as minister of the interior, holding 
that post until 1930,, excepting the short regime 
of the “shadow cabinet”, In 1935 Mr. Stewart 
was appointed a member of the Canadian section 
of the International Waterways Commission and 
has served in that capacity since. 

Though 25 years have thus passed since he 
resided in Alberta, thousands of personal and 
political friends, scattered all over the province, 
will join in regrets at the news of his death. 
None will share this feeling more keenly than 
those who fought him in many a hot election 
campaign. For “Charley” had human qualities 
which political differences did not circumscribe 
nor obscure, Those who differed with him 
liked him. He was that kind of a man,

CERDAN WINS U. S. DEBUT 
BY TURNING BACK ABRAMS 


EW YORK, Dec, (AP) — Marcel Cerdan, the European mid- 
dleweight champion, made his American bow a successful one last 
night by punching out a close decision over Georgie Abrams in a 
bloody 10-round brawl in Madison Square Garden, Cerdan weighed 
159; Abrams 160%. 

The rugged former sailor, winner of the inter-Allied Mediter- 
ranean service championship for two years during the war, had to 
put on a wild, slugging finish to win out by a narrow point margin 
only after the Washington walloper, catching up from a slow start, 
took command through the middle heats, 

THE DECISION WAS GREETED with mingled boos and cheers 
by the near sell-out crowd, 

Referee Ruby Goldstein gave it to Cerdan by six rounds to 
two, with two even, but both judges called it five rounds apiece. 
Judge Marty Monroe made it seven points to five for Cerdan and 
judge Frank Forbes called it nine points to six for the Casablanca 
clouter, The Associated Press score card balloted for Cerdan, five 
rounds to four, with one even. 

The attention Cerdan attracted during the war and since he 
has been here with his charge-in-and-wallop style resulted in a sur- 
prising turnout of 16,971 cash customers who chipped to a gross 
gate of $83,859 to sit in on the proceedings. 

IT WAS A BLOOD-AND-THUNDER belting party from start 
to finish, with both fighting for a title shot at the winner of the 
middleweight championship bout between titleholder Tony Zale 
and Rocky Graziano next March,

: MacKinnon Says Canadians 
In Best Wheat-Price Position 


OTTAWA,—Canadian wheat pro- 
|ducers are in a more favorable 
price position than the wheat 
growers of any other country, Hon. 


James A. MacKinnon, minister of 
trade and commerce, said Friday, 
commenting on international wheat 
price comparisons published recently 
in western Canada. 

These comparisons when brought 
up to date indicate the following 
range: Argentia, 02.84; United 
| States, $2.20; Australia, 
bushel, basis F.O.B. ocean ports. To 
{the Fort William prices of $1.55 
| for Canadian wheat to the United 
Kingdom and $2.19 to other des- 
}tinations should be added 15 cents 
{to cover the average freight and 
other charges to east coast ports, 
bringing these prices to $1.70 and 
$2.34 respectively, in order to com- 
pare them with the oce&n-port 
prices of other countries, 

But, said the minister, the real 
consideration is not export prices, 
but rather the actual price basis 
to the producers in the countries. 

Return To Farmers. Less 

In Argentina the export price of 
$2.84 is received by the government, 
which pays a fixed and final price 
to producers of $1.35 only. After 
the first 300 tons delivered by each 
producer, the price is reduced to 
$1.20. These prices are guaranteed 
on deliveries during 1947 only. Gov- 
ernment profits on export sales are 
used in financing various govern- 
ment projects, and are not returned 
to producers. 

The export price in Australia is 
likewise not fully reflected back to 
producers, Last June the Aystralian 
government established a five-year 
wheat stabilization plan which set 
a minimum basic price to producer 
|of 83 cents per bushel, F.O.B. ocean 
| ports, including bagging costs. 
| Australia Builds Fund 
| All domestic sales of wheat are 
| made at this basic price. The profits 
on the export sale at $2.18 over the 
basic price of 83 cents to producers 
fre split fifty-fifty between pro- 
ducers and the stabilization fund.

In districts like Strathdon and 
Corgarff some families are nine 
miles from the nearest shop and in 
winter roads are blocked with 
snow for weeks at a time, In the 
past, purchase of a boll (140 
pounds) of oatmeal in the fall pro- 
vided a safeguard against hunger 
in the winter, Under rationing this 
represents 280 points and each is 
allowed only 32 points a month. 

Storekeeper Thomas Shand said 
he has known families to be snow- 
bound for 13 weeks. Before the war 
a common order for a family in a 
remote district was a bag of oat- 
meal, a bag of flour, a bag of salt 
and 100 pounds of sugar.

WASHINGTON, (CP) — An anal- 
ysis of the voting strength in the 
80th congress elected in the Nov. 5 
elections indicates President Truman 
should be able to make his vetoes 
stick any time he chooses to reject 
congressional enactments, 

For the next two years the presi- 
dent, heading a democratic adminis- 
tration, must get along with a con- 
gress controlled by Republicans. 

He has vetoed much legislation en- 
acted when his own party held con- 
trol and may do the same now that 
an opposition party is in power, It 
might reasonably be expected that 
he will be tempted to make wider 
use of the veto, But that does not 


necessarily follow, 
A presidential veto can be de- 


| feated by the vote of two-thirds of 


the membership in both houses 
against it, In the house of repre- 
sentatives the president must rally 
at least 146 votes to sustain him if 
a veto is challenged, In the senate 
he must be supported by 34 votes, 
one more than the necessary one- 


| third, 


Majority Too Small 

Assuming that al] Democrats in 
both houses yoted with the presi- 
dent it would be impossible ever to 
upset a veto because the Republi- 
can majority is too small in both 
chambers, 

Bue even assuming that those De- 
mocrats who have often voted 


|against the president continue to 


oppose him, he still will have enough 
supporters to make up the necessary 
one-third plus one to sustain his 
vetoes, 

There will be 187 Democrats in 
the new house and of those 24 are 
members of the present congress 
who habitually voted against the 
president, 

Even if all of them continue their 


opposition to the administration | 
| there would still be 163 who might

BUFFALO, N.Y., (CP)— Swedish 
geophysicist Hans Lundberg and 
his 25-year-old son, Sten of Toronto, 
and R.C.A.F, veteran, will leave 
shurtly for the Canadian north to 
search for precious metals from the 
window of a specially-equipped heli- 
copter.
